PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

Transmitting a Communication, dated April 28, 2005 from 
ROBERT MALDONADO, County Commissioner 

In January of 2005,1 directed my staff to prepare an ordinance entitled the “Cook County Motor Vehicle 
Weight Tax” in order to help bridge an unprecedented budget gap. The purpose of the tax was twofold: 
to raise funds while discouraging consumers in Cook County from purchasing larger motor vehicles. The 
legislation also aimed to protect public health and safety as well as our public investment in the Cook 
County highway system. However, keeping in the spirit of budget negotiations, I shelved the proposal 
until such time the Board might be receptive to its adoption. In the wake of Commissioner Quigley’s 
announcement that he favors such a tax I am now introducing this item. 
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Below is a copy of the Proposed Ordinance that I am submitting for the May 3, 2005 Board Agenda. I 
will request that the item be referred to the Committee on Finance. I am also submitting a letter from 
Barbara Bruno, Director of Revenue, estimating the potential revenue from this tax at nearly six million. 
(The referenced document is on file in the Office of the County Clerk.)

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY MOTOR VEHICLE WEIGHT TAX 

WHEREAS, according to the World Health Organization, larger passenger motor vehicles, particularly 
Sport Utility Vehicles, known as SUVs, pose a serious health and environmental impact that will become 
the world’s third most common cause of death and disability by the year 2020; and 

WHEREAS, despite dire warnings, SUV sales have exploded on the U.S. market, representing 25% of 
new passenger vehicles sold in the U.S., and their sales continue to soar; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to the obvious health and environmental concerns, the Board of Commissioners 
further finds that larger passenger motor vehicles, because of their size, contribute to greater wear upon 
the highway system within Cook County than smaller passenger motor vehicles, resulting in increased 
street maintenance and repair costs; and 

WHEREAS, the County Highway Department spends approximately $17 million annually to provide an 
adequate level of preventive and corrective maintenance of the highway facilities; and 

WHEREAS, in the same way the Cook County cigarette tax discourages consumers from smoking, 
consumers in Cook County should be discouraged from purchasing SUVs for the protection of the public 
health and safety and for the protection of the public investment in the Cook County highway system; and 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rale unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, Section 
6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois law (55 ILCS §5/5-1009) permits home rule units to impose “taxes not based on the 
selling or purchase price or gross receipts from the use, sale or purchase of tangible personal property”; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has detennined that a County tax not based upon 
the selling or purchase price or gross receipts from the use, sale or purchase thereof should be imposed 
upon the larger passenger vehicles within Cook County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. TITLE. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Cook County Motor Vehicle Weight Tax”. The 
tax herein imposed is in addition to all other taxes imposed by the County of Cook, the State of Illinois or 
any municipal corporation or political subdivision thereof. 
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SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS. 

For the purposes of this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires, the following words or terms 
shall have the meanings respectively applied to them: 

A. “Commercial motor vehicle” means any vehicle operated for the transportation of 
persons or property in the furtherance of a business. 

B. “Department” means the Department of Revenue in the Bureau of Finance of Cook 
County. 

C. “Motor vehicle” means any vehicle that is self-propelled, otherwise than by the 
muscular power of humans or animals, and that is designed for the transportation of 
persons, except such vehicles as run on rails or tracks. 

D. “Purchased at retail” means obtained for use or consumption in exchange for a 
valuable consideration, whether in the form of money, credits, barter or any other nature, 
and not for resale. 

E. “Purchaser” means any person who purchased at retail. 

F. “Retailer” means a person who sells or offers for sale, for use or consumption and not 
for resale. 

SECTION 3. TAX IMPOSED; EXEMPTIONS. 

Commencing on the effective date of this Ordinance, a tax, in addition to any and all other taxes, in the 
amount of $50 is imposed upon every motor vehicle with a model year of 1999 and prior, and with a curb 
weight of at least 4,500 pounds, and a tax, in addition to any and all other taxes, in the amount of $100 is 
imposed upon every motor vehicle with a model year of 2000 and following, and with a curb weight of at 
least 4,500 pounds, as determined by the vehicle’s manufacturer, which is purchased at retail from a 
retailer and which is titled or registered at a location within the corporate limits of Cook County with an 
agency of the state government. The liability for payment of the tax shall be borne by the purchaser. 

Commercial vehicles, vehicles owned and operated upon the public streets of Cook County by the United 
States government or any agency thereof, or by the State of Illinois or any department thereof, or by any 
political subdivision, public or municipal corporation of the State of Illinois or any department or other 
agency of such corporation, or by the American Red Cross, all vehicles owned and operated by churches 
in connection with the authorized activities of such institutions and all vehicles registered under Section 
3-616 of the Illinois Vehicle Code shall be exempt from the tax. 

SECTION 4. COLLECTION OF TAX BY RETAILER. 

Every retailer located within Cook County shall have the duty to collect and account for said tax from 
each purchaser at the time that the consideration for such purchase is paid. 

SECTION 5. COLLECTION OF TAX BY DEPARTMENT. 

The Department shall be responsible for collecting the tax from purchasers who purchase their motor 
vehicles from retailers located outside of Cook County. 
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SECTION 6. BOOKS AND RECORDS. 

Every retailer within Cook County, shall jointly and severally have the duty to maintain complete and 
accurate books, records and accounts showing the gross receipts for sales of motor vehicles with a curb 
weight of at least 4,500 pounds and the taxes collected each day, which shall be made available to the 
Department for examination and for audit by the Department upon reasonable notice and during normal 
business hours. 

SECTION 7. REGISTRATION OF OWNERS AND OPERATORS. 

Every retailer within the County of Cook shall register with the Department no later than twenty (20) days 
after the adoption of this Ordinance or the commencement of business. 

Retailers within the County of Cook shall file a sworn tax return on a monthly basis with the Department 
showing gross sales of motor vehicles with a curb weight of at least 4,500 pounds during the preceding 
monthly period, upon fonns prescribed by the Department. Each tax return of sales of motor vehicles 
with a curb weight of at least 4,500 pounds shall be accompanied by a remittance to the County of Cook 
of all taxes imposed by this Ordinance which is due and owing for the period of time to which the tax 
return applies. 

The remittance and tax return shall be filed with the Department on the last day of the month following 
the month which the tax return and remittance covers. A tax return properly addressed to the Department 
which is postmarked on or before the last day of the month shall be considered timely filed. The 
remittance shall be made payable to the Cook County Department of Revenue. The tax return shall also 
be accompanied with a copy of the return filed with the Illinois Department of Revenue for sales within 
Cook County covering the same reporting period. 

SECTION 8. RULE MAKING. 

(a) The Department may prescribe reasonable rules, definitions, and regulations not inconsistent with this 
Ordinance necessary to carry out the duties imposed upon it by this Ordinance. Such rules, definitions, 
and regulations shall include, but not be limited to, reasonable procedures consistent with existing 
practices of retailers for collection and remittance of the tax herein levied upon the purchaser of a motor 
vehicle with a curb weight of at least 4,500 pounds. 

(b) The Department shall have the authority to appoint retailers or any other person within or without the 
County of Cook as agents for the collection and remittance of the tax herein levied. The Department is 
hereby authorized to grant a commission not exceeding one percent (1%) of the tax due under this 
Ordinance to such agent for services rendered in connection with the tax herein levied, provided said tax 
is remitted, in full, by the due date. 

SECTION 9. PENALTIES. 

Any violation of this Ordinance shall be punishable by a fine of not less than $100.00 and not more than 
$1,000.00 or imprisonment for a period not to exceed six (6) months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. It shall be deemed a violation of this Ordinance for any person knowingly to furnish false 
or inaccurate information or fail to file the tax return and remittance as required herein. Criminal 
prosecutions pursuant to this Ordinance shall in no way bar the right of Cook County to institute civil 
proceedings to recover delinquent taxes, interest and penalties due and owing, as well as costs incurred 
for such proceeding. Civil penalties and interest assessed pursuant to this Ordinance shall be computed at 
the rate provided by the Cook County Unifonn Penalty, Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 
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SECTION 10. TRANSMITTAL OF EXCESS TAX COLLECTIONS. 

If any person collects an amount in excess of the tax imposed by this Ordinance, but which amount is 
purported to be a collection thereof, and does not return the same to the purchaser who paid the tax, the 
person who collected the tax shall account for and pay over those excess amounts to Cook County along 
with the tax properly collected. 

SECTION 11. SEVERABILITY. 

If any one or more of the provisions of this Ordinance is declared unconstitutional or the application 
thereof is held invalid, the validity of the remainder of this Ordinance and the application of such 
provisions to other persons and circumstances shall not be affected. 

SECTION 12. CONFIDENTIALITY. 

All information received by the Department from returns filed pursuant to this Ordinance or from any 
investigations conducted pursuant to this Ordinance shall be confidential, except for use for official 
County purposes or if required to be disclosed by law. 

SECTION 13. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

This Ordinance shall take full force and effect on June 1, 2005.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, FY 1997 Amendment Number 75, approved and adopted by the Board of Commissioners of 
Cook County, instituted positions of support staff for the Office of the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County, and stated that “positions may be filled either on the 110, 130 or 289 Accounts with transfers 
between these accounts to be made at the discretion of each Commissioner”; and 

WHEREAS, in accordance with Section 7 of the Resolution and Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal 
Year 2005, approved by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County on February 24, 2005, in which it 
states that “the Director of Budget and Management Services is also authorized to transfer amounts from 
the 110 Account to the 289 Account for Members of the Cook County Board of Commissioners not to 
exceed the position salary available for this purpose”; and 
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WHEREAS, in accordance with Section 32 of the Resolution and Annual Appropriation Bill for the 
Fiscal Year 2005, approved by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County on February 24, 2005, in 
which it states that "the Director of the Department of Budget and Management Services and the 
Comptroller are authorized to correct any factual errors in the Annual Appropriation Bill and to 
implement the adopted Amendments with any required modifications”; and 

WHEREAS, FY 2005 Amendment Number 33, sponsored by Commissioners Larry Suffredin and 
Forrest Claypool, which “reduces funding for open positions to 9 months”, and Amendment Number 35 
sponsored by Commissioners Larry Suffredin and Forrest Claypool, which “reduces funding for open 
positions to 6 months”, were both presented by the sponsors to the Board for their approval with the intent 
to reduce personnel expenditures by reducing funding for open positions; and 

WHEREAS, certain Members of the Board of Commissioners utilize contractual services paid from 
monies transferred from their 110 Account to the 289 Account, in which case a person is not hired and 
employed by the County of Cook, but is instead contracted to do a particular task related to the member’s 
office, and therefore the position from which the contractual services are paid is depleted each year and 
was not intended to be considered open or vacant for the purposes of Amendment Numbers 33 and 35. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners of Cook County declares 
that it did not intend that Amendment Numbers 33 and 35 apply to the Grade 016 positions of those 
Commissioners who in prior years transferred the funds from the Grade 016-110 Account to the 289 
Account thereby depleting the funds in those Grade 016-110 Accounts; and further directs that the 
Director of Budget and Management Services r e turn any moni e s tak e n pur s uant to Am e ndm e nt Numb e r s 
33 and 35 from th e s e Commission e rs' Grad e 0 1 6 110 Accounts, to transfer the amount by which the 
Grade 016 positions at issue were reduced from the 814 Account (Appropriation Adjustments) into the 
110 Account (Salary and Wages for Regular Employees) from these Grade 16 positions. 


Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to suspend the rules so that this matter 
may be considered. The motion carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved that the Proposed Resolution be 
approved and adopted. 

Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Goslin, moved to amend the Proposed Resolution 
as shown above with strikethrough and underscore. The motion to amend carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Peraica, moved that the Proposed Resolution be approved and 
adopted, as amended. Commissioner Hansen called for a Roll Call, the vote of yeas and nays being as 
follows:

Flood Insurance Study (FIS) and Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM) for Cook County, Illinois and 
Incorporated Areas. As a condition of its continued eligibility in the National Flood Insurance Program 
(NFIP), and in accordance with Section 44 CFR 60.3(d) of the Code of Federal Regulations for the NFIP, 
Cook County is amending its current (November 2, 2000 as amended February 3, 2004) Floodplain 
Ordinance to reflect the following new FIRM effective dates of December 20, 2002, February 4, 2004 and 
June 2, 2005. 


PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 


Section 300.0 Definitions 

For the purposes of this Ordinance, the following definitions are adopted: 

Section 300.14(a) of the ordinance is amended as follows: 

300.14 "Designated Floodway" The channel, including on-stream lakes, and that portion of the 
floodplain adjacent to a stream or watercourse as designated by 1DNR/OWR, which is needed to 
store and convey the existing 100-year frequency flood discharge with no more than a 0.1 foot 
increase in stage due to the loss of flood conveyance or storage, and no more than a 10 percent 
increase in velocities. 

(a) The floodways are designated on the countywide Flood Insurance Rate Map for Cook 
County number 17031C panels 366-369. 386, 388. 457 and 476 dated June 2. 2005. 
panels 167, 169, 188, 307, 308, 309 and 330 dated February 4, 2004, panels 142, 144, 
155, 161, 163, and 305 dated December 20, 2002, and panels 20-113, 156-159, 162, 
164, 166, 168, 176-187, 189-270. and 331 832 331-359. 376-385. 387. 389-456. 458. 
459 and 477-832 dated November 6, 2000 prepared by FEMA. 
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Section 300.26(a) of the ordinance is amended as follows: 

300.26 "Floodplain" That land typically adjacent to a body of water with ground surface elevations at or 
below the base flood or the 100-year frequency flood elevation. Floodplains may also include 
detached Special Flood Hazard Areas, ponding areas, etc. The floodplain is also known as the 
Special Flood Hazard Area (SFHA). 

(a) The floodplains are those lands within the jurisdiction of the County that are subject to 
inundation by the base flood or 100-year frequency flood. The SFHA's of the County are 
generally identified on the countywide Flood Insurance Rate Map for Cook County 
number 17031C prepared by the Federal Emergency Management Agency panels 366- 
369, 386. 388, 457 and 476 dated June 2. 2005. panels 167, 169, 188, 307, 308, 309 and 
330 dated February 4, 2004, panels 142, 144, 155, 161, 163, and 305 dated December 20, 
2002, and panels 20-113, 156-159, 162, 164, 166, 168, 176-187, 189-270, and 331 8 32 
331-359. 376-385. 387, 389-456,458, 459 and 477-832 dated November 6, 2000.

Your Committee on Roads and Bridges of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to 
notice on Tuesday, April 26, 2005 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County 
Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the recommendation 
is as follows: 

270729 COUNTY HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT, by Wally S. Kos, P.E., Superintendent of 
Highways, transmitting a Communication, dated March 23, 2005: 

respectfully requesting permission to discuss the following matter with the Board of 
Commissioners or the appropriate committee thereof, pursuant to County Ordinance 95-0-07 
regarding acquisition of real estate.

Note: This item was also referred to the Real Estate Subcommittee. (See Comm. No. 
270728). 

Commissioner Maldonado noted the huge differences in the value of compensation amounts which the 
two appraisers quoted. 

Kiran Patel, Engineer for the Highway Department, noted that the first appraisal used residential value of 
compensation. The second appraisal used vacant land comparables from surrounding communities. 

Wally S. Kos, Superintendent of the Highway Department stated that the first license appraiser used 
vacant properties to determine comparables and the parcel includes a large church; the second license 
appraiser used comparables of developed properties within the area. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked whether the parcel is improved or unimproved. 

Superintendent Kos replied that the parcel is improved. 

Commissioner Gorman reiterated that the two different appraisers are large in variation. The County had 
to distinguish between developed property appraisals versus undeveloped property appraisals. That 
would explain the large discrepancy between the eight dollars per square footage and the one dollar and 
fifty cents per square footage. 
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Superintendent Kos replied that whenever there are two appraisals, the Highway Department accepts the 
highest appraisal. However, if there is a large difference as in this appraisal, the Highway Department 
utilizes a review appraiser who is not associated with the two certified appraisers who conduct the review 
for the Highway Department. Superintendent Kos further stated that the Highway Department does not 
have a certified appraiser on staff. 

Chairman Hansen asked for the names of the three appraisers. 

Superintendent Kos replied that the three appraisers are Ronald S. Lipman, Jennifer L. Dounias and the 
Review Appraiser, Charles A. Southcomb. 

Commissioner Collins inquired about the acreage of land the Highway Department is purchasing. 

Superintendent Kos replied that the roadway has one lane in each direction. The proposed scope is to 
remove and replace the roadway with three lanes, one lane in each direction and a center turning lane that 
will widen the roadway. Additionally, the Highway Department is installing curbs and gutters. The 
parcel of land in Palos Hills has dips, valleys, ravines and thirty-three feet of right-of-way by township 
dedication from one hundred years ago. The Highway Department is acquiring twenty feet of land in this 
particular area. 

Commissioner Collins voiced concern about the cost of the parcel. 

Superintendent Kos reiterated that the value of the twenty feet of land was detennined by the appraisers. 
The Review Appraiser concurred with the appraisal amount of $72,000. The compensation was evaluated 
and the parcel is slightly less than three acres. The Highway Department is purchasing .15 of an acre 
which is approximately one sixth of an acre. Along the frontage are trees, scrubs, fancy gate works, 
bricks, and light fixtures to highlight and illuminate the driveways. The cost of the property includes 
damages that will be incurred for removal of trees, scrubs, fancy gate works, bricks and driveways in a 
residential area. 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved the approval of Communication

Your Committee on Construction of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice 
on Tuesday, April 26, 2005 at the hour of 11:30 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 
118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following items and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

270718 OFFICE OF CAPITAL PLANNING AND POLICY, by Michael E. LaMont, Director, 
transmitting a Communication, dated March 30, 2005: 

Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request for authorization to enter into a 
professional services contract with DuSable, Inc. for design and construction administration 
services for the Oak Forest Hospital of Cook County Water Main Survey and Valve 
Replacement Project at the Oak Forest Hospital of Cook County Campus. It is respectfully 
requested that this Honorable Body approve this request. 

Reason: This project provides for an operational analysis of the domestic water 

distribution system that leads from the Halsted Pumping Station to and through 
the hospital campus. Many of the existing valves, vaults, and water mains that 
are part of this system were installed in the 1940’s, and are inoperable or in need 
of repairs. The scope of this project will be to repair and/or replace equipment as 
needed, to better service the needs of this campus and comply with current codes. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $547,091.00. Bond Issue (33000 Account). 

Sufficient funds have been appropriated to cover this request. 

*Referred to the Construction Committee on 04/19/05. 

Commissioner Hansen asked whether the eleven miles of water main are included in the $3.3 million 
project cost. 

Michael E. LaMont, Director, Office of Capital Planning and Policy, replied that the consultant will 
identify main-line piping to be replaced or repaired for the system. Mr. LaMont further stated that the 
consultant was present to answer any questions for the Commissioners. 

R. Murty Yedavalli, P.E., F-ASCE President, DuSable, Inc., replied that the contract includes eleven 
miles of tracing and locating of the piping. Further, Mr. Yedavalli stated that he has experienced 
difficulties in locating seven miles of pipe because of the 1-57 construction project. Additionally, Mr. 
Yedavalli stated that he does not expect any of the main-line piping to have problems. In conclusion, Mr. 
Yedavalli stated that entire piping within the campus will be replaced. 

Commissioner Hansen asked whether the committee was seeking approval of the $3.3 million 
construction cost or the $547,091.00 design fee. 

Mr. LaMont replied that the $547,091.00 is the design fee and the $3.3 million is the estimated cost of 
construction calculated by the Office of Capital Planning and Policy based on previous studies that were 
done for the replacement of valve vaults and the main-line piping. 
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Commissioner Hansen asked for a report once the investigation is completed. 

Mr. LaMont replied that once the initial investigation is completed a report will be issued to the 
Commissioners. 

Commissioner Gorman asked why the professional service contracts were not RFP’s and why the contract 
contingency fees, percentage-wise, are so varied, and she also inquired as to the discrepancies within the 
contracts. 

Mr. LaMont replied with the following: The contracts and the professional service contracts are selected 
at the discretion of President Stroger. President Stroger selects firms that are qualified to provide these 
specialized services. There are ranges of fees from 5% to 18% that the Office of Capital Planning and 
Policy considers. The fees are negotiated with the firm once selected. Some of the contracts will contain 
three consulting contracts for exterior repair design work, and the percentage of the fee varies among the 
contracts and is based on the complexity of the project.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Legislation and Intergovernmental Relations of the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County met pursuant to notice on Friday, April 29, 2005 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board Room, 
Room 569, County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 
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Your Committee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

Illinois State Representative Julie Flamos, Chairman of the Special Transportation Committee on 
Regional Transportation, Illinois House of Representatives, testified that transportation is both a regional 
and state-wide issue. She further stated that the Committee on Regional Transportation received 
assistance from the University of Illinois at Chicago’s Urban Transportation Center in analyzing data 
from the current funding formula a summary of which is submitted with this report. 

Representative Hamos noted that the 1983 funding formula has no relationship to transit performance. 
This funding formula was required to address a crisis that occurred in this region. In 1983 the legislature 
designed a solution as to how to divide a large sum of money for transit. A portion of the sales tax would 
fund the government subsidy that is associated with each trip. The legislature decided that Cook County 
would have a one percent sales tax that would be allocated to the RTA for distribution among three transit 
agencies. In the collar counties one-fourth-of-one percent sales tax would be allocated to the RTA for 
Metra and Pace. The CTA receives all sales taxes from Chicago. Cook County suburbs divide the sum 
among the CTA, METRA and PACE. The suburban Cook County dollars generated are allocated as 
follows: Metra receives fifty-five percent, CTA receives thirty percent, and Pace receives fifteen percent. 
Fifty-four percent of the total of all sales tax revenues come from Suburban Cook County. 

There are a few imbalances concerning where passengers are, which sub-regions are being served and 
where the money is being allocated. 

Suburban Cook County subsidizes the services for both Chicago and the collar counties. There is $100 
million of Suburban Cook sales taxes that go to collar county services. 

The goal is to understand why the CTA believes it is not receiving adequate dollars out of the existing 
funding formula. The funding formula, developed in 1983, does not support the full range of CTA 
services. The CTA suggested that the funding formula should be connected more to transit service. The 
current sales tax base for regional mass transit is expended. Without additional revenues, no one can 
move forward. 

When the Federal Reauthorization Bill is decided, the RTA will know which expansion projects are being 
funded. Also to be determined is how many operating dollars will be needed to subsidize the expansions, 
and when and how this subsidy will occur. The legislature will have to devise a new funding formula. 
The Committee on Regional Transportation plans to travel and create a consensus in the region and the 
Cook County Board should be a part of the process. 

One of the short term goals is to provide more state and federal dollars in para-transit services for the 
disabled. This is a very important public policy goal. The State should more fully support this endeavor. 
Some of the transit service, for example, transportation to doctors’ offices, should be claimed under the 
Medicaid program so that the federal government can supply fifty-percent of the transportation cost. The 
restructuring of the para-transit system will relieve the burden placed on CTA and PACE budgets. If 
para-transit were transferred to a state responsibility, the short term crisis at the CTA would be solved. 

Commissioner Murphy inquired whether Representative Hamos has observed the need for public 
transportation in the south end of Cook County. 

Representative Hamos stated that Metra has an ambitious plan for new stations in the south suburbs. In 
Will County three new stations will be built for the south-east extension; two new stations will be built 
for the south-west extension. 
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Commissioner Murphy asked whether the Committee will require more contributions from the Collar 
Counties. 

Representative Hamos replied that this is part of the regional consensus-building effort in terms of 
funding. She further stated that it is important to build support among all public officials so that 
conversations among the various regions can take place. 

Commissioner Daley asked whether Representative Hamos had heard of any new changes regarding the 
Federal Reauthorization Bill. 

Representative Hamos stated the Federal Reauthorization Bill will provide capital for new projects that 
will launch expansion plans. This will indicate what the federal government will support. Funds will be 
needed to build and operate stations. 

Commissioner Gorman asked where the Starline, one of the expansion projects, runs. 

James Dodge, Member, Metra Board of Directors, who was present in the audience, was asked to answer 
the question. He replied that the Starline runs from Joliet to Hoffman Estates and then makes an “L” and 
continues through parts of Will County. The Starline travels on to the Indiana border. He further stated 
that projects such as Starline are expensive. 

Commissioner Gonnan asked whether there are plans for future expansion. 

Mr. Dodge stated that there would be other expansions as soon as insight is gained into capital funding 
and operational expenses. 

Commissioner Gonnan asked what new funding fonnula is in place. 

Representative Hamos replied that everyone concerned with this issue is currently brainstonning and 
further stated that the Committee will ensure that regional consensus building is achieved. 

Commissioner Gonnan asked whether the CTA’s “doomsday” budget is accurate. 

Representative Hamos stated that the Committee cannot currently extricate budget dollars to address 
service cuts. State dollars are necessary in this matter. She further stated that an examination by the state 
of para-transit for the disabled would be appropriate. 

Commissioner Peraica asked whether the operational budget is $1 billion without the capital component. 

Representative Hamos replied in the affmnative. She further stated that the capital project cost could be 
an additional $1 billion. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that the transportation system needs to avail itself of external expert 
analysis. Such analysis could render information about how the transportation system could best operate. 
A second objective is to revise how the RTA Board membership is detennined. Commissioner Peraica 
asked whether or not there have been discussions on how the RTA Board is selected. 

Representative Hamos stated that there has been no discussion of governance issues. She suggested that a 
long-tenn goal would be to examine the governing powers and authority of the RTA. 
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Vice Chairman Silvestri asked whether Representative Hamos was receiving cooperation from various 
agencies; such as the Republican and Democratic leadership and the Office of the Governor. 

Representative Hamos stated the Committee is dedicated to having a strong transportation system. 
Further, she noted that one problem is that the RTA has not had a Chairman. Representative Hamos 
restated three points: first Cook County suburbs account for 54% of the sales tax revenue, secondly Cook 
County suburbs subsidize the collar counties by $100 million, and finally that the original RTA formula 
gave the CTA additional funds because the original formula was not balanced. 

Chairman Suffredin stated that the additional discretionary fund was never intended to be discretionary so 
funding cannot be redirected. 

Representative Hamos stated that the discretionary funds comprise twenty percent of the CTA's current 
budget and were needed by the CTA from the beginning. 

Commissioner Murphy stated that PACE has a dispatching program in DuPage County. She asked 
whether Representative Hamos has knowledge of the program as it might relate to para-transit. 

Representative Hamos replied that DuPage County possesses a model of how to operate a coordinated 
system; this model could be used for para-transit if the state takes over the operation.

Steve Morrill, Cook County Lobbyist, stated that Illinois Senate Bill 458 was introduced last year; the 
Board was opposed to it on fiscal grounds. The bill narrowly passed the Senate. House action is 
questionable. The Judicial Advisory Council estimated an operational cost of $20 million. The capital 
cost, according to the Judicial Advisory Council, would amount to $100 million if we were required to 
build a new Juvenile Temporary Detention Center. 
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Gene Barnes, Cook County Lobbyist, stated that both Frank Bass, Legislative Liaison, Office of the 
President, and Tim Casey, Coordinator of Intergovernmental Affairs, Office of the President, spoke to 
various members of the Illinois House of Representatives. Mr. Barnes predicts that the bill will be further 
studied by the House Sub-Committee. At present there is no overwhelming consensus to support the bill 
by the House. 

Chairman Suffredin stated that the bill is very significant because it deals with a one year period where 
many people get their first felony conviction and this leads to lost employment opportunities. There 
should be a report regarding what the House does on this bill. Off-setting funds may exist that could 
address this financial issue if it were to become law. 

Chairman Suffredin asked Mr. Casey whether either the Cook County State’s Attorney or the Presiding 
Judge of Juvenile Court are opposed to the bill. 

Mr. Casey responded in the negative. 

Chairman Suffredin stated that the State’s Attorney and the Presiding Judge of Juvenile Court should 
testify. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri noted that the resolution that is being considered does not include Illinois Senate 
Bill 458 and action will be taken to defer Senate Bill 458. 

Commissioner Daley stated that the Chief Judge’s Office and the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center 
should be here to testify. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that he supports a program to treat seventeen year olds as juveniles. He 
further stated that it does not increase cost. 

Commissioner Murphy asked whether a boot camp exists for women and she noted the positive results of 
the Cook County Boot Camp for male detainees. The female population of detainees is increasing. She 
supports Senate Bill 458 and the State of Illinois should allocate more resources into funding education. 

Mr. Casey stated that other counties also believe that Senate Bill 458 could be costly. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri stated this issue falls under the purview of policy makers. Further discussion on 
SB 458 was deferred to a later date when other witnesses will be called. 

Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved to discuss the proposed 
substitute Resolution.

Chairman Steele asked Wally Kos, Superintendent of the Highway Department to address the Committee. 

Commissioner Maldonado noted the huge differences in the value of compensation amounts the two 
appraisers quoted. 

Kiran Patel, Engineer for the Highway Department, noted that the first appraisal used residential value of 
compensation. The second appraisal used vacant land comparables from surrounding communities. 
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Superintendent Kos stated that the first license appraiser used vacant properties to determine comparables 
and the parcel includes a large church; while the second license appraiser used comparables of developed 
properties within the area. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked whether the parcel is improved or unimproved. 

Superintendent Kos replied that the parcel is improved. 

Commissioner Gorman reiterated that the two different appraisers are large in variation. The County had 
to distinguish between developed property appraisals versus undeveloped property appraisals. That 
would explain the large discrepancy between the eight dollars per square footage and the one dollar and 
fifty cents per square footage. 

Superintendent Kos replied that whenever there are two appraisals, the Highway Department accepts the 
highest appraisal. However, if there is a large difference as in this appraisal, the Highway Department 
utilizes a review appraiser who is not associated with the two certified appraisers who conduct the review 
for the Highway Department. Superintendent Kos further stated that the Highway Department does not 
have a certified appraiser on staff. 

Chairman Hansen asked for the names of the three appraisers. 

Superintendent Kos replied that the three appraisers are Ronald S. Lipman, Jennifer L. Dounias and the 
Review Appraiser, Charles A. Southcomb. 

Commissioner Collins inquired about the acreage of land the Highway Department is purchasing. 

Superintendent Kos replied that the roadway has one lane in each direction. The proposed scope is to 
remove and replace the roadway with three lanes, one lane in each direction and a center turning lane that 
will widen the roadway. Additionally, the Highway Department is installing curbs and gutters. The 
parcel of land in Palos Hills has dips, valleys, ravines and thirty-three feet of right-of-way by township 
dedication from one hundred years ago. The Highway Department is acquiring twenty feet of land in this 
particular area. 

Commissioner Collins voiced concern about the cost of the parcel. 

Superintendent Kos reiterated that the value of the twenty feet of land was determined by the appraisers. 
The Review Appraiser concurred with the appraisal amount of $72,000. The compensation was evaluated 
and the parcel is slightly less than three acres. The Highway Department is purchasing .15 of an acre 
which is approximately one sixth of an acre. Along the frontage are trees, scrubs, fancy gate works, 
bricks, and light fixtures to highlight and illuminate the driveways. The cost of the property includes 
damages that will be incurred for removal of trees, scrubs, fancy gate works, bricks and driveways in a 
residential area. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 270728. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Maldonado moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Butler. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

WHEREAS, each department has financial staff overseeing expenditures; and 
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WHEREAS, there are legitimate reasons for overtime expenditures, especially in the areas of public 
health and public safety; and 

WHEREAS, by ensuring that employees are not working excessive overtime, the potential for risk to 
employees, patients, detainees and others is diminished; and 

WHEREAS, in many instances, overtime rules are governed by collective bargaining agreements; and 

WHEREAS, many of these agreements stipulate that no employee shall be entitled to overtime before 
having worked a full week; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners seeks to further safeguard our employees, 
patients, detainees and others and to control overtime expenditures as much as possible.

That all department heads, bureau chiefs and elected officials immediately assign a member(s) of 
their financial team to oversee overtime expenses and that this individual(s), along with an 
employee’s immediate supervisor, shall provide written authorization prior to an employee being 
assigned or granted overtime; and 

That this written authorization shall be forwarded to the department head, bureau chief and/or 
elected official on a bi-monthly basis; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that no Cook County employee shall be allowed to work more than 20 
hours in overtime in any seven day period with the exception of emergency situations where the bureau 
chief or elected official will be required to provide written authorization; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in any one fiscal year no Cook County employee shall be allowed 
to work more than 624 hours (30% of 2080 full-time hours) in overtime with the exception of emergency 
situations where the bureau chief or elected official will be required to provide written authorization; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that these supervisors and managers are expected to adhere to this 
policy and will be held accountable for unauthorized overtime expenditures within their respective 
departments; and

both the County’s employees and taxpayers.
